Basketball  team  is  the  famed  Glen  Rose, 
whose  nation-wide  reputation  has  been  made 
with  winning  teams  in  two  top  conferences.  At 
the  University  of  Arkansas,  his  alma  mater,  the 
towering  mentor  coached  five  Southwest  confer- 
ence championship  teams.

The  1950-51  Lumberjack  basketball  team  en- 
joyed the  rare  distinction  of  defeating  Sam  Hous- 
ton, SFA's  arch-rival,  in  Huntsville.  When  they 
beat  the  Bearkats,  61-49,  on  the  enemy's  home 
court  February  22,  it  marked  the  first  Lone  Star 
Conference  victory  there  for  SFA  since  the  1935-36 
season.
